Mrs Witmer - Enquiry of the Ministry - Would the Minister of Labour state what 
steps the Minister is taking to investigate the November 10, 1992, statement of Pay 
Equity Hearings Tribunal member Janet Slone-Taylor that the facts surrounding 
Donald Dudar's departure from the Pay Equity Hearings Tribunal give “rise to a 
justifiable concern over procedural fairness in this institutional setting, and the 
possibility that [these] events ... may have a chilling effect on [Tribunal] members 
representative of employers.” December 8, 1992. 


Mr McLean - Enquiry of the Ministry - Would the Minister of Natural Resources 
explain the process involved in having the new ‘Outdoors Card’ manufactured and 
if tenders were called, would the Minister provide a list of those submitting tenders 
and the name of the winning bidder, as well as the cost involved.
